shouldn’t dim Utah concern

As of Friday, 1,026 AIDS cases 
and 784 cases of HIV infection 
had been reported in Utah since 
1983, DeFond said. 

Compared to a national statistic 
that reported 401,749 cases of 
AIDS nationwide, Utah seems 
lucky. But the number of AIDS 
cases 1S increasing in Utah, she 
said. 

Utah also has a low number of 
children with AIDS, DeFond said. 

Only 20: Utah children under 13 
years old were diagnosed with the 
disease compared to 5,734 children 
nationwide, she said. As of Friday, 
590 Utahns had died of AIDS.

The AIDS Foundation urges the 
public to learn how to avoid trans- 
mitting AIDS, Shaw said. 

If a person has AIDS, concern 
should not be with how the disease 
was contracted, but with how to 
prevent its transmission, Shaw 
said. 

“Many people cannot get over 
the fact that this disease entered 
our country through gay men. But 
this is not a gay disease, it is a dis- 
ease that anyone could contract,” 
Shaw said.

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Not long ago, diamonds weren’t romantic

Giving diamonds is thought to be a 
symbol of eternal love. Supposedly it 
is ancient romantic tradition that 
many BYU students buy heavily into. 

But this romantic tradition was 
originally an elaborate advertising 
campaign created by a diamond cartel 
to build demand for the gems, accord- 
ing to an article in The Atlantic 
Monthly. 

“IT think we’ve been bamboozled,” 
said Jack Nelson, BYU professor of 
communications. “We’ve all been 
taught to believe that without a dia- 
mond, an engagement isn’t official, 
that diamonds are forever, all of that.” 

E.J. Epstein describes in a February 
1982 article in The Atlantic Monthly, 
“Have You Ever Tried To Sell A 
Diamond?” how the idea that dia- 
mond engagement rings were neces- 
sary was started. 

In the late 19th century, when dia- 
monds were discovered in mass quan- 
tity in South Africa, mine investors 
realized the stones had little intrinsic 


value when there were so many of 


them. 
So they created the DeBeers dia- 


mond cartel, which controlled dia- 
mond mining all over the world. 

The cartel was successful not only 
because they were able to control 
prices, but because they created a 
demand for diamonds, Epstein said. 

“Both women and men had to be 
made to perceive 
diamonds not as 
marketable pre-

Richard Wilson of Wilson’s 
Diamonds explained why many cou- 
ples may still choose diamond 
engagement rings today. 

“What most consumers fail to real- 
ize is that you could trace that same 
history with almost everything,”

“We have seen good prospects in 
China especially in the area of civil 
airlines,” said Donald Brown, director 
of Asia-Pacific marketing for Evans 
and Southerland. 

“If there is nothing resolved prior to 
Feb. 26 when the sanctions take 
effect, it will clearly cause a strain on 
our business and other companies not 
even involved with the sanctions,” he 
said.

Another disadvantage of the bill is 
that industries would have the“right to 
sue the Environmental Protection 
Agency before, during and after the 
rules are given.

Parsons said his classes conduct 
similar surveys at no charge for gov- 
ernment and nonprofit organiza- 
tions.

The school may conduct a follow- 
up survey before the International 
Olympic Committee announces in 
June who will receive the 2002 
Olympic bid.

GAZI-YURT. Russia — Residents of areas bordering Chechnya. are bracing 
for the spread of the war.

Russian forces have bombarded the Ingush border village of Arshty, calling it 
a stronghold of Chechen fighters.

Ingush residents accuse the army of spreading terror by firing frequently on 
civilians’ homes that line the main road leading west into Chechnya.

Issue of school values 
provokes controversy

National controversy involving sep- 
aration of church and state includes 
the belief that the failure to teach val- 
ues in public schools is responsible 
for the general decline in society, 
especially among young people, 
according to the American Family 
Association Journal. 

Thirty years ago educators said stu- 
dents’ worst behavioral problems 
were talking, chewing gum, running 
in the halls and wearing improper 
clothing. Today the list includes drug 
and alcohol abuse, pregnancy, rob- 
bery, assault, rape and murder, 
according to the most recent issue of 
the journal. 

“Half a million students say they re 
afraid most of the time at school,” 
according to the AFA. : 

A recent survey of the nation’s top 
high school students showed that 27 
percent of the females and 49 percent 
of the males would be willing to have 
sex with a total stranger if the price 
were right. 

The Utah State Legislature is now 
considering a bill that would provide 
for teaching values in the public 
schools. 

Along with instruction in communi- 
ty and personal health, the bill states, 
“Instruction shall stress the impor- 
tance of abstinence from all sexual 
activity before marriage as methods 
of prevention of acquired immun- 
odefinciency syndrome.” 

Curriculum ‘will also include hon- 
esty, temperance, morality, courtesy, 
obedience to law, respect for and an 
understanding of the constitutions of 
the United States and the State of 
Utah, and respect for parents and 
home. 

The bill states that these values 
taught along with regular school work 
will promote an upright and desirable 
citizenry. 

Alvin H. Price, a professor of family 
sciences at Brigham Young 
University, said that he believes the 
legislature will have a hard time find- 
ing a set of values everyone would 


agree to. 

Price said that the primary responsi- 
bility for teaching values should be 
with parents, yet children learn values 
from many different sources. 

“Socializing agents tell what right 
values are,” Price said. He said these 
agents include parents, friends, 
church, the media and teachers. 

Price said children are learning and 
practicing values all the time, and 
kids who are in gangs are practicing 
the values that they have learned.

is a good example of how successful those 
evil forces have been. Elder Packer explains 
in his talk about the nature of homosexuality. 

Is this tendency impossible to change? Is it 
preset at the time of birth and locked in? Do 
you just have to live with it? For example, the 
shutter of an expensive camera is calibrated at 
the factory and cannot be adjusted in the field. 
If such a camera, by chance, is thrown out of 
calibration or damaged, it cannot be fixed 
locally. It must eventually go back to the fac- 
tory, for only there can it be put in order. Ts 
perversion like that? The answer is a conclu- 
sive NO! It is not like that. 

Some so-called experts, and many of those 
who have yielded to the practice, teach that it 
is congenital and incurable and that one just 
has to learn whatever mechanism that causes 
this back into proper adjustment. They have, 
to support them, some very convincing evi- 
dence. Much of the so-called scientific litera- 
ture concludes that there really is not much 
that can be done about it. 

I reject that conclusion out of hand. And 
there is a very sensible reason. How can a 
conclusion on matter like this be valid when 
the studies have ignored the part of our nature 
most affected by it? It has not been fully stud- 
ied as a moral and a spiritual disorder. 

It is not unchangeable. It is not locked in. 
One does not just have to yield to it and live 
with it. Test it against moral law and you 
learn something very quickly. If a condition 
that draws both men and women into one of 
the ugliest and most debased of all physical 
performances is set and cannot be overcome, 
it would be a glaring exception to all moral 
law. 

Satan and those who follow his philosophies 
would have us believe that “we are born to a 
certain deviant conditions”, “that we cannot 
help'ourselves from being that way”, or 
“that’s just the way I am.” He wants us to 
believe that we have no say or agency in the 
matter and submit to his deceptions. Making

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Criticism of Thomas visit justifiable 


Because I am both a professor at BYU’s Law School and a faculty 
adviser to VOICE, I did not participate either in the Law School’s 
hosting of Justice Thomas or in VOICE’s decision to criticize his 
visit. Still, I think it is important to clarify what was as stake (and 
what was not) in Justice Thomas’ visit and VOICE’s reaction to it. 


What seemed most in question last week 
for friends and supporters of Justice Thomas 
was whether he would be properly received 
as a guest of the Law School. The BYU 
Honor Code and University policy dictate 
that campus visitors be treated with consider- 


ation and respect. Personal confrontation of 


Justice Thomas or disruption of the events at 
which he was to speak and appear would 


have violated this standard. VOICE agreed with the University on 
this point, but did not believe that the peaceful display they had 
planned constituted confrontation or disruption or otherwise violated 


University policy on public expression. 


As it happened, the University did not agree, and refused to permit 
the demonstration to occur on-campus. VOICE abided by this deci- 
sion and held its demonstration off-campus. No confrontations 
occurred, no events were disrupted, and Justice Thomas was properly 
(and warmly) received by the Law School as planned: 

It would appear that in the minds of some, treating Justice Thomas 
with consideration and respect prohibited any public criticism of him 
or his views by members of the University community. This is both 


unrealistic and unfair. 


Law professor Anita Hill made serious allegations against Justice 
Thomas at his confirmation hearings. Although Justice Thomas was 
confirmed by a 52 to 48 vote of the Senate, the truthfulness or falsity 
of Professor Hill’s allegations was never determined. While many 
Americans believe Justice Thomas’ denial of these allegations, other 
believe Professor Hill, and still others have found themselves unable 
to choose between the two. This same split in opinion is mirrored in 


the opinions of students and faculty at BYU.

“Anytime you can get into Sports 
Iliustrated, it’s a great opportunity. It’s 
kind of the bible for a lot of sports 
fans; soit is good publicity for 
Brigham Young University,” Reid 
said. 

“The swimsuit edition is their most 
widely read issue, and they think it’s a 
good enough article to appear in it. 
But, to tell you the truth, I’m not 
happy about it appearing in this issue, 
and I told them I wasn’t happy about 
it. But, | have no control over when 
they print it.” 

When it was mentioned that BYU 
could get a lot of exposure because 
the swimsuit issue is so popular, Val 
Hale, BYU assistant athletic director, 
laughed and said: 

“T don’t know if I really like the 
word ‘exposure’ when you mention 
the swimsuit issue, but I guess we will 
get a lot of exposure.” 

In the end, however, concern over 
the article appearing in Feb. 20 issue 
might prove pointless. 

“The article was’scheduled to come 
out a while ago, but it’s been bumped 
back twice. They’ve changed it before 
so they might change it again, we 
don’t know,” Hale said.

Young people from Chicago to 


-Armenia are wearing Cougar blue 


and white, courtesy of BYU inter- 
collegiate sports teams which have 
too much of it on their hands. 

The BYU football team alone 
buys close to 1000 pairs of shoes at 
a time, said Floyd Johnson, head 
equipment manager at BYU. 

Equipment Manager Mick Hill 
said BYU football has a promotion- 
al contract with Nike, whereby it 
gets cheaper rates by buying shoes 
in bulk. Depending on their size and 
position, players can sometimes end 
up with as many as eight pairs by 
the end of the year. 

Though considered too worn to be 
used by the collegiate athletes, the 
used shoes are still in fairly good 


‘condition for use at less competitive 


levels, as long as the NCAA doesn’t 
mind. 

NCAA regulations prohibit distri- 
bution of used equipment to high 
schools because they can be consid- 
ered gifts to potential recruits. For 
this reason, most colleges have to 
find alternative ways to donate 
excess supplies, or simply throw 
them out. 

But BYU has special connections. 

“Because of missionaries around 
the world and the church’s connec- 
tions... we’re able to give (supplies) 
to (groups) in the Polynesian islands 
and other places,” Johnson said. 

Johnson has served as head equip- 
ment manager at the Smith 
Fieldhouse for 38 years. He said 
during that time he has seen excess 
clothing and equipment sent off to 
such diverse places as Samoa, 
Japan, Mexico, and Armenia.

“Mexico is starting up its own 
(football) league now, and so they 
love to get the stuff,’ Johnson said. 
Even if American football is not 
popular, rugby usually is, and the 
shoes. are.in.demand for rugby--use, 
he said. 

Besides shoes, clothing and even 
pads are sometimes donated. 
Johnson said other sports like bas- 


.ketball and baseball sometimes 


donate old jerseys, which are often 
still in good condition. Football jer- 
seys are generally used only six 
times during the season, he said. 

BYU arranges many of the dona- 
tions through NCAA approved 
charities and service organizations, 
such as the YMCA, who in turn dis- 
tribute the equipment to disadvan- 
taged young people. 

Hill said a large quantity of cloth- 
ing was sent to a youth correctional 
facility in Chicago, where it was 
used by the inmates for a football 
league organized with other facili- 
ties. BYU has often sent shoes and 
clothing to club teams on Indian 
reservations, which cannot afford to 
purchase such supplies. 

And if the recipients can’t afford 
the shipping costs, BYU will often 
pick up the tab, Hill said. 

“Some people who contact us 
offer to pay (shipping),” he said. 
“But obviously some people can’t 
afford shipping costs if they can’t 
afford the equipment in the first 
place.” 

Johnson said he even tried to ship 
some clothes up north to Ricks 
College. 

“T tried to get Ricks to change 
their names (to Cougars), since their 
colors are blue and white as well, 
but they didn’t like the idea,” he 
laughed.

Truck becomes train in Bosnia

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— It’s not exactly the Orient Express. 
The locomotive is a pickup truck; 
plastic sheeting and grime cover 
whatever windows haven't been shot 
out; and its destination is only four 
miles away. 

But this makeshift contraption that 
pulled out of Sarajevo’s bombed-out 
train station Wednesday looked pretty. 
good to war-weary residents. 

Sarajevans date the beginning of the 
Serb siege to when the last train left 
the city, more than 1,000 days ago on 
May 2, 1992. Wednesday was another 
day of siege, though a recent lull in 
fighting has allowed restoration of 
some rail service. 

“I’m so happy to be behind the con- 
trols again,’ beamed Sadik Bijelko, 
the train driver, before excusing him- 
self to return to the steering wheel. 
There was, after all, a schedule to 
keep. : ‘ 

Taking advantage of a truce that has 
more or less held since Jan. 1, engi- 
neers have worked to improve the 
public transport system. Some tram 
service was restored last year, but the 
cars are convenient targets for Serb

“Our primary aim, starting here, is 
to see the Sarajevo-to-Ploca line open 
this year,’ Drankovic pronounced. 

That’s unlikely. Ploca, a Croatian 
port, is 75 miles ‘west. All but 10 
miles of the Ploca line is in govern- 
ment hands, but government troops 
would have to wrest the remaining 
territory from Bosnian Serbs who 
control 70 percent of Bosnia. It hasn't 
been able to do that in nearly three 
years of war, and Drankovic didn’t

“This is very democratic way of 
self-government, people, city,” 
Gonchigidorj said. 

Jackson has been studying Mongolia 
for about 30 years, but did not have 
the opportunity to visit the country 
until recently, since it was under 
Communist rule.
